Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of claims 1-17. 

For independent claim 1, the prior art of record does not disclose or clearly suggest a tire 
pressure monitoring apparatus having a gauge and a saddle valve wherein the saddle valve 
includes a locking mechanism that, when engaged, secures the upper member in a position that 
maintains fluid communication until the locking mechanism is disengaged in combination with 
the remaining limitations of the claim. 

Claims 2-16 are allowed due to their dependency on allowed claim 1. 

For independent claim 17, the prior art of record does not disclose or clearly suggest a tire 
pressure monitoring apparatus having a gauge and a saddle valve wherein the saddle valve 
includes means for securing the upper member in a position that maintains fluid communication

and means for unsecuring the upper member from the position that maintains the fluid 
communication in combination with the remaining limitations of the claim.
